The  Home  Help  Service,  with  a  local  Honorary  Organiser, 
is  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  County  Council  and  is  part  of 
the  County  health  Scheme.  It  continues  to  be  an  invaluable  service. 

Its  success  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs,  Marsden, 
the  local  organiser,  whose  efforts  I  cannot  too  highly  praise. 

It  has  had  an  exceptionally  busy  winter.  During  January 
and  February  the  record  number  of  39  and  30  patients  was  reached.  The 
average  number  per  month  for  the  rest  of  the  year  being  26. 

It  has  proved  impossible  to  cover  all  the  work  at  all 
times  with  local  help,  owing  to  illness  amongst  the  workers.  It  has, 
therefore,  on  occasion,  been  necessary  to  obtain  help  from  outside  the 
district,  this  help  being  reciprocated  whenever  possible. 

A  minimum  number  of  8  workers  is  required  for  the  work  anc 
a  more  adequate  response  to  the  advertisement  for  additional  helpers 
would  be  appreciated. 

The  service  rendered  is  primarily  during  illness  in  the 
home  being  particularly  valuable  to  the  elderly  people  and  to  those 
living  alone.  In  addition,  assistance  is  rendered  in  domiciliary, 
maternity  and  midwifery  cases,  operation  cases  etc. 

Old  Peoples c  Welfare 

The  Street  Old  Peoples 1  Welfare  Committee  formed  in  1951 
successfully  continues  its  activities. 

The  Social  Club  has  become  firmly  established  and  has  met 
weekly  on  Thursdays  at  the  Crispin  Hall.  The  members  played  cards, 
dominoes  and.  chess,  read  the  wide  variety  of  periodicals  provided  or 
just  chatted  together.
